THEIR INSURANCE 


Tho government, through the bureau 


of war risk insurance, wrote approxi- 
mately 410,000,000,000 of insurance up- 
on tho lives of more than 4,600,000 
service men and women. This Is a 
larger volume of insurance than is in 
force in the old-lino insurance com- 
panies in the United States. Approxi- 
mately 90 per cent of the men in active 
service during the war were protected 
by war risk Insurance, and tbo average 
protection was JS700. 


While the men were in the service it 


was 
easy, to collect tbe 
insurance 


premiums by deducting the amount 
clue each month from their pay. Now 
the men have to look after tho pay- 
ment of their own premiums, and the 
situation Is further complicated by 
reason of the fact that the addresses 
of hundreds of thousands of them are 
no longer known to tbe bureau of war 
risk insurance. Col. R. G. Cholmeley- 
Jones, director of the bureau, docs not 
consider It surprising that so many 
former service men 'have- not'contlnued 
to make rcg'uiar monthly payments of 
their war risk 
insurance 
premiums. 


He says: 


"In tho first place, very few ot them 


realize that the government Insurance, 
as well as compensation and allotments 
and allowances, Is paid by tho treas- 
ury department through tho bureau of 
war risk insurance; 
neither do tbey 


realize that after'their discharge from 
active service their checks or money 
orders for insurance premiums should 
be made- payable to "The Treasurer of 
tho United States," and sent to Prem- 
ium Receipt Section, Bureau of 
War 


Risk 
Insurance, 
Washington, D. C. 


Again, it will take considerable time 
for the former service men to get on 
their feet and get their bearings, oven 
though they are healthy and strong. 


Many havo not yet decided into what 


business activity they will enter or 
even whero they intend ultimately to 
live. Lots of boys from the farms will 
locate in cities and many city boys 
may movo Into the country. 
In tho 


ntorim Isn't it too much to expect that 
the matter of payment of their life in- 
surance premiums should become par- 
amount In their minds? 


"They must be given time to adjust 


themselves to new conditions; but we 
don't want them to give up their in- 
every one of them who has been In- 
sured, and who is in as good health as at 
tho time of his discharge, has eighteen 
months from tho time of his discharge 
^rom tho service In which to reinstate 
ils war risk Insurance. 
."The payment of only two premiums 
[or reinstatement Is now required—one 
to cover tho month of grace during 
which the man was protected, tho other 
tho premium for the current month of 
reinstatement.

must stato in his application that ho Is 
In as good health as when discharged 
or as ho was when the grace period 
of his insurance cipircd, whichever Is 
tho later date."

on tho lives of more than 4,500,000 
Eervlce men 
and women. 
This Is

larger volume of Insurance than Is In 
force In the old-lino Insurance com- 
panies In the United States. Approil- 
mately 00 per cent of the men in active 
service during the war were protected 
by war risk Insurance, and the average 
protection was $S700. 


While the men were In the service It 


was easy to collect 
the 
Insurance 


premiums by deducting the amount 
due each month from their pay. Now 
tho msn have to look after tho pay- 
ment of their own premiums, and the 
situation Is further complicated 
by 


reason of the fact that the addresses 
of hundreds of thousands of them are 


onser known to tho bureau of war 


risk Insurance. Col. n. G. Gholmeley- 
Jones, director of the bureau, does not 
consider It surprising that so many 
former service men have not continued 
to make regular monthly payments of 
their war risk 
insurance 
premiums. 


He says: 


"In tho first place, very few of them 


realize that the government insurance, 
as well as compensation and allotments 
and allowances, is paid by the treas- 
ury department through the bureau of 
wftr risk insurance; 
neither do they 


realize that after their discharge from 
active service their checks or money 
orders for Insurance premiums should 
be made payable to "The Treasurer of 
the United States," and sent to Prem- 
ium Receipt Section, Bureau of 
War 


Risk 
Insurance, 
Washington, D. C. 


Again, It will take considerable time 
for the former service men to get on 
their feet and get their bearings, evon 
though they are healthy and strong.

meet lo discuss 
tho terms 
of peace. 


Whether they will be able to come to 
an agreement or not I can't say. But 
It Is worlh while lo have obtained Ihe 
chance of ppac», and the only possible 
way to get this chance was to secure 
such an agreement of tho two powers 
that they would meet and discuss the 
terms direct. Of course Japan will want, 
to ask more than she ought to ask, 
and Russia to give less than she ought 
to give. Perhaps both sides will prove 
Impracticable. Perhaps one will. But 
there Is the chance that they will prove 
sensible, and make .1 peace, which will 
really be for Hie Interest of each as 
things are now. At any ralo tho ex- 
periment was worth trying. I have kept 
the secret very successfully, and my 
dealings with the Japanese In particu- 
lar hare been known to no one, so 
that the result Is In the nature of 
surprise.

Fourteen states and the 
District of Columbia are busy cutting 
the ground from under this industrial 
unrest, so far as women's wages are 
concerned, by means of minimum wase 
commissions which attempt to adjust 
rates of pay to living costs."

Virtually all restrictions on use of 


fuel, made necessary by the 40-day

work Instead of tho three-day week,

shortage caused, Spokane, 


Wash., and Boise, Idaho, found It nec- 
essary to maintain the

rules. Zero weather with resultant In- 
terference with-railroad traffic and op- 
eration of Canadian'mines that supplied 
that section was the cause ascribed for 
the fuel shortage. Storms in the'Tlocky 
mountains delayed the replenishment of 
the Boise coal supply. 


Severely cold 'weather, moderating, 


however, still prevailed over most of 
the middle, south and northwest. 


In tho middle west, shipments of coal 


from the' mines today were made on 
express train schedule. After 9 o'clock 
this morning, even passenger trains 
gave way to the rush of coal filled gon- 
dolas. 


Limited embargoes on freight 
ship- 


ments on two western railroads and tho 
prospect of the same action on other 
lines, today also facilitated delivery of 
the newly mined coal.

Pryhlloff islands were about to dis- 
card thetr snow huts for'modern con- 
crete huts, finding tho gales of Boh- 
rlng" sea too strong for the former, upon 
which tho story of tho Intended ^change 
of Eskimo habits was based, Mr. Stc- 
fansson characterized as too silly for 
discussion. 
The exploror, talking1 at 


his headquarters at the National Geo- 
graphical society building here, said 
that tho Prybilolt Islanders had never 
lived In snow but in wooden huts and 
that farther north, where the natives 
do live In snow houses, It would be 
next to impossible to'convert them tg 
any other dwelling.

Then they build 
a new one.
